ENECA, in no Part of his Works difpiays more of 
the Philofopher, than in his little Treatite of Bene

His 
Equals, in Title I mean, find it fit eafier than that ot 
a long Inheritance; and his Inferiors find it only enlarg- 
ing his Hofpitality, which they have a Share in, er his 
Munificence, which contributes to the other in every 
Thing but their Difappointments. Dear Tor, continued 
I; be it from Angel or Fairy you receiv'd this well-tim’¢ 
Piece of Charity, I dare pronounce it owing to that great 
Example ; and I with its Influence May be {o extenfive, 
as to render it difficult without a Name to diftinguith. 
But the Subjeét is as fingular as inexhauftible ; and there- 
fore I thall only add, His own great and good Actions are 
his beit Encomiatt.

SATURDAY, January 6. | 
E hear that a new Playhoufe will be built by Sub- 
fcription in St. Martin's /e Grand, towards which 
the Sum of 1500]. is already fuofcribed. — 
A ftrong Iron Room is order'd to be built at the Duke 
of Norfolk's Houle in St. Fames's-Sgvarz, for the fafe Re- 
pofing of the feveral Grants, Patents, and Records be- 
longing to the antient and noble Family of Howard. 
Yefterday Bartholomew Harnet ttood in the Pillory in 
Bifbopigate-frreet, it being the third and iaft Time, for 
wilful and corrupt Perjurys and was feverely pelted by 
the Populace, who tore his Cloaths off, and bruifed him 
in fo violent a Manner, that he was obliged to be carried 
back to Newgate in a Cart: He is now to fuffer twelve 
Months Imprifonment in Newgate, and be tranfported for 
feven Years to his Majefty’s Plantations in America. 
On Tuefday lait two Dutch Doggers bound to Chatham 
for Oyfters, coming in with the North Foreland, had 
the Misfortune to fall foul of each other, and both funk. 
Two Men only were loft, the refi getting into the Long- 
Boats, with their Captains; one of which faved to the 
Value of zoo]. but the other was glad to get off with 
his Life. 
We hear from Macclesfield in Chefeire, of a very un- 
common Wedding lately celebrated there, between onc 
Thomas Sheren, a Youth of Nineteen, and EZavor Thorley 
upwards of Fourfcore: The Man, it feems, had been 
thrice ask’d at Church to one Sarah Jackin; but being 
tempted by the Golden Bait, he embraced the old Wo- 
man, and quitted the young one. 
MONDAY, January 8. 

Laft Saturday being Tevelfth-Day, and Collar-Day at 
St. Fames’s, the feveral Knights of the Garter, Bath and 
Uhiitle, appeared at Court in their Collar of SS. and at

Borough of Leicefer, affembled in the Common:Hall 
the 27th of December lait, it was refolved, Nemine Con 
tradicente, That Mr, Mayor do write, in the Name of 
the faid Corporation, to the Reprefentatives in Parliament 
for the faid Borough and the County, earneftly defiring 
them to oppols any ucw Eacift, or any £xtenfion of the 
Excile Laws, under whatfoever Name or Pretence it 
may be attempted. 
Lait Friday Night a Cart loaden with Meal, coming 
from the Water-fide, one of the Wheels flew off, and 
fell on a Man paffing along, which beat him down, and 
the whole Load falling on him, crufh’d him to Death.

Prey; they were immediately feized and carried to the 
Watch-houfe, and the Gentleman being pofitive to one 
of their Faces, that he was one that aflaulted him, they 
were both fecured, and Yefterday Morning they were 
carried before Juftice Newton, who committed them to 
Newgate. 

Yelterday died at Cheljea, Leonard Woodeffin, 
Efq; Clerk to the Board of Works.—On Sunday laft 
died ——_ Owen, Efg; a Gentleman of a great Eftate in 
Hertfordfpire.
